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“truck” (miscellaneous small articles of little value) fell 
out of their pockets. The class would roar with laughter. 

Apparently, my description was right on point 
because she was sure she had attended graduate school 
with him. She was right, even though Mr. Kennedy taught 
in our own Mattapoisett Center School some 40 years 
earlier and 80 miles from that library. 

I expect that sometime well-known people might 
wish they were recognized. An example of that happened 
right here in our own little village. Before there was a 
7-Eleven and Dunkin Donuts near old Salty the Seahorse 
and before a Salvation Army outlet store vacated the 
location, there was an A&P grocery store. 

A United States senator had a vacation home 
in our area where he came each weekend, presumably 
to get away from the madness in Washington. While 
driving from Connecticut one Friday evening, the senator 
stopped into the A&P to purchase some groceries. Being 
the busy man that he was with no doubt much on his 
mind, he forgot to bring his wallet with his identification 
on the drive north. Not until he reached the checkout 
counter did he realize his omission. His personal check 
was rejected, despite his protests and pleadings because 
it was from out of state. He left his bag of groceries on the 
counter and departed. 

An old friend of mine, who worked at the A&P, 
claimed that all the while the encounter was taking place, 
the evening news was playing on the television in the 
manager’s office with the senator’s face front and center. 
Not until later did anyone realize that a participant in one 
of America’s historic episodes was in their midst. 

The entire encounter was later confirmed to 
be true when Senator Lowell Weicker, a member of the 
infamous Watergate Committee, retold the tale in a speech 
at a United States Press Club luncheon in Washington, 
noting that the adventure took place in Mattapoisett, 
Massachusetts.

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Barry Gaffey) were impressive but agreed with Select 
Board member Norm Hills that Winters is the best fit. He 
credited Select Board member Toby Burr for asking the 
interviewees about their availability to meet the demands 
of time that further separated Winters as the preferred 
candidate. 

“Town Meeting will ultimately decide who 
will fill the vacancy,” said Walker. “We’re talking about 
six months. We’ve got a lot on our plate and given the 
(increase in property) values ... a lot of hearings. For that 
purpose, I think Mr. Winters is qualified, and he’s going to 
get thrown to the wolves right away - for six months.” 

The joint vote was unanimous at 5-0. 

With the appointment, Winters fills the seat 
vacated with the September passing of longtime member 
Catherine Gibbs. The term will expire in May with the 
2023 Town Election. Winters told the boards during his 
interview that he intends to run for the seat. 

In her Town Administrator Report, Judy Mooney 
announced that the state Seaport Economic Council has 
granted Marion another $300,000 toward the construction 
of the new harbormaster facility at Island Wharf. 

The town had applied for a second $1,000,000 
grant from the SEC; this grant leaves the effort short by 
$700,000. Total SEC grant funding toward the project now 
stands at $1,600,000, counting the initial $300,000 grant. 

Mooney told the Select Board that she and 
Harbormaster Isaac Perry will go to Plymouth County as 
part of their effort to seek more funding. Perry has filed 
more grant applications. 

“Right now, the way the article’s written, we can’t 
send it. ... You’d have to go back to Town Meeting,” said 
Mooney of voter approval for the project. 

“If we miss the Spring Town Meeting, the price 
of that building is going to go up $400,000,” added Select 
Board Chairman Randy Parker. 

Mooney also updated the board on the new 
Department of Public Works facility planned for Benson 
Brook. 

Project designer Will Saltonstall is putting 
together a team of architects and engineering services. He 
is working on a proposal for consulting services that he

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plans to submit to the town this month. Parker asked that 
Mooney share that information with the DPW Planning 
Committee. 

The search for a new town administrator yielded 
28 applications ahead of the Screening Committee’s initial 
review on December 8. Parker indicated that it is hoped 
the committee can conduct interviews for two days prior 
to Christmas. 

The Select Board voted to extend the deadline to 
apply for the Historic Study Committee to the board’s 
next public meeting on December 20. 

Mooney estimated that 10 applications had been 
received as of December 7. The town has also requested 
two nominations from the Marion Historical Commission, 
the Boston Society of Architects and the state Board of 
Real Estate Brokers. 

The tax rate (per $1,000 in property) for FY23 
is not $9.52 as previously projected but $9.44, reported 
Mooney. The rate is established according to actual 
property sales, said Assessor Pat DeCosta, who told 
the board she had hoped the FY23 rate would be lower 
because property values have continued to climb. The 
state certifies the rate, pointed out Walker. 

Mooney said that the state Department of 
Revenue says property values continue to increase across 
the state and in waterfront communities, even more. 

The Select Board voted to renew licenses for 2023. 

Executive Assistant Donna Hemphill explained 
that the 48 licenses issued by the town are held by 30 
businesses. There are 12 liquor licenses (including eight 
on-premises consumption), the remaining fall under 
categories including common victualer, entertainment, 
etc. 

Burr recused himself from the vote, noting that 
Burr Brothers Boat Company is on the renewal list. Parker 
and Hills voted to approve the list as presented and to 
authorize Hemphill to use the board’s signature stamp. 
Hemphill said she will send out the license renewals at 
the end of the month. 

Also applying to the state’s Alcohol Beverage 
Control Commission (ABCC) was a discussion and vote 
on Marion’s estimated seasonal population. Hemphill

said the town clerk estimates that population as of July 
5, 2023 is expected to reach 6,200. The annual submission 
to the ABCC provides the estimate for the purposes of 
seasonal alcohol permitting. 

The board approved a new application for a 
previously approved sewer connection at 43 Dexter Road, 
also recommended for approval by the DPW. The correct 
application will be held until signed by the applicant. 

The board also approved Water/Sewer 
commitments of $1,097.10 (final readings December 1), 
$1,031.00 (new water service November 18) and $466.57 
(final readings November 15.) 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board is 
scheduled for Tuesday, December 20, at 6:00 pm at the 
Police Station. 


Search for Town Administrator Underway 
Marion Town Administrator Screening Committee

After Bernie Lynch of Community Paradigm 
Associates explained that “the numbers we used to see for 
these jobs have been cut by at least a third” and told the 
story of a recent search that yielded 13 candidates, only 
one of whom had been a town manager, the challenge 
facing a smaller town like Marion became clear. 
The Marion Town Administrator Screening 
Committee held a public meeting on December 8 to 
officially launch its part in the search for a replacement 
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for Jay McGrail, who left last month to become town 
manager in Middleborough, a town of five times Marion’s 
population. 

“The town administrator for a 4,000 population 
is the same as a town manager for 25,000, so that’s 
where we’re coming into the problem,” said Select Board 
Chairman Randy Parker. 

Noting that Marion had 39 applicants the last 
time, Parker was eager to add that McGrail was not in the 
first batch of applicants for the job. He told the committee 
he believes one among those 39 has once again applied. 

Marion, according to Lynch, fits the entry-level 
profile for candidates. The committee’s job is to work 
with Lynch in whittling down the list to bring two to four 
finalists to the Select Board. 

“After that, there really isn’t a way to get 
candidates before the board,” said Lynch. “You can give 
all the resumes to the Select Board, but then they go 
public ... their jobs can be in jeopardy so (the screening 
process) helps get the best candidates possible.” 

Some towns, explained Lynch, form screening, 
search and selection committees, but the process is 
the same as almost all other searches that Community 
Paradigm Associates has conducted based on his vast 
background of 40-plus years in town management. 

Lynch was town manager in Chelmsford, then 
city manager in Lowell for almost eight years, double the 
average town-manager tenure. Lowell is the state’s fifth 
most-populated city behind Cambridge. 

In 2014, Lynch left Lowell to pursue other 
interests, including teaching, consulting, government- 
relations work and recruitment. 

He has taught political science at UMass Lowell 
and joined Suffolk University to teach a local-government 
certification program in an effort to try to develop a new 
generation of town administrators. McGrail came out of 
the program. 

“Jay is really one of the good students that we 
had come through,” said Lynch, who is seeing several 
now finding jobs. “I think there might be a couple in this 
batch of candidates.” 

According to Lynch, Community Paradigm 
Associates has conducted over 90 searches in 
Massachusetts since 2015. It is the state’s most active 
recruiting firm, according to Lynch, and has led the way 
to more town management hires than all other firms put 
together. 

Lynch personally led the search that yielded 
McGrail, and he will once again lead this search. He said 
the last five years have seen mostly retirements among 
town managers. Generation-X, he said, did not choose 
government as a career. 

“That's created a hole,” Lynch said, but was 
optimistic having previewed the initial group of 
applicants for Marion’s opening. “There are some very 
good candidates here.” 

Once the Screening Committee recommends 
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finalists, Community Paradigm Associates will contact 
references and conduct background checks. Initial steps 
have already begun. Unless the Select Board sees fit to call 
back the Screening Committee, its work is completed once 
the finalists are chosen. 

Marion Finance Director /Town Accountant Judy 
Mooney is serving as interim town administrator. 

Parker was voted chairman of the Screening 
Committee and Zoning Board of Appeals Chairperson 
Cynthia Callow to serve as clerk. The other members of 
the committee are Building Commissioner Bob Grillo, 
Finance Committee member Jay Pateakos and citizen at 
large Mike Sudofsky. 

After Lynch finished answering questions from 
the committee, the members entered executive session to 
review resumes. 

The committee did not set a date for its next 
meeting upon adjournment. 


RMS Solar Canopy Closer to Approval 
Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board Tuesday night 
brought a plan to place a large-scale, solar-panel system 
canopy over the Rochester Memorial School parking lot 
another step closer to approval. 
The board noted it has received the project’s peer- 
review report from consulting engineer Ken Motta, but 
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it discussed only the landscaping portion of the report in 
response to a request from project representative Steve 
Gregory. 

Gregory said the developers were making most 
of the corrections recommended in Motta’s comments but 
wanted to know what type of landscape screening the 
board needs. The issue is the need to screen the 14-foot- 
high canopy from the school’s residential abutter at 38 
Pine Street. The property is heavily wooded and 200 feet 
away from the canopy’s location. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson started 
his answer with the fact the developer cannot count 
the trees on the adjacent private property as part of the 
screening plan. The screening must be 100% complete 
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from day one, Johnson said; the developer cannot use 
plantings that have not matured to the correct length. 

Gregory was instructed to plan a 15-foot-high and 
100-foot-long screen consisting of rows of Leland Cypress 
Trees and to post a landscaping completion bond for five 
growing seasons. 

Johnson also noted Motta’s recommendation 
that the developers rewrite the letter of waivers to add 
that waiving the 100-foot setback requirement should be 
added to their requests. 

The board continued the hearing until its January 
24, 2023 meeting. 

The plan for a canopy-mounted, large-scale solar 
photovoltaic system in the parking lot at the Rochester 
Memorial School will require a special permit and site- 
plan-review approval. The two canopies, measuring 
222-feet long by 438-feet wide and supported by seven 
columns will be built on 13.7 acres in the school’s rear 
parking lot. 

The board came even closer to approving 
Connet Woods’ proposal to modify its definitive, flexible 
subdivision plan by eliminating a subdivision road and 
convert / downgrade 10 approved lots to three lots at 
Connet Woods and Box Turtle Drive. 

Project representative Steve Meltzer noted that 
Motta, in his recent review of this plan, seemed satisfied 
with the modifications that the developer recently 
performed. 
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“He said it’s all set,” Johnson said of Motta’s 
report. “It seems straightforward now.” 

Swiftly thereafter, the board closed the public 
hearing, and Johnson told Meltzer that a draft decision 
will be prepared for its next meeting on January 10, 2023. 

Next, the Planning Board approved the Village at 
Plumb Corner’s request to begin Phase III, which would 
mean an additional 10 units. To that end, the board set the 
surety bond for that phase at $980,000. 

Lastly, the board reviewed a suggestion from 
Town Planner Nancy Durfee that its meetings move back 
to being held at Town Hall rather than the Old Colony 
Regional Vocational-Technical High School library. Durfee 
said Town Hall would be a more sensible meeting space 
because it has its own Owl-brand microphone, along with 
camera system and laptops and will be closer to board 
files. 

Johnson said the move is worth considering but 
requested the building commissioner be consulted as to 
the “real” occupancy capacity of the Town Hall meeting 
room. 

Board member Ben Bailey then suggested the 
board and the town create a bylaw regulating the use of 
drones. He said a citizen suggested doing so after his own 
experience with a neighbor’s drone. 

Johnson responded that the idea is worth 
exploring. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, January 10, 2023, at 7:00 pm 
at the Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical High 
School library, 476 North Avenue, Rochester. 


Eagle Project Will Combat ‘EEE’ 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The December 12 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission was one of those rare occasions 
when a municipal board gets to hear from the youth in the 
community. Coming before the commission on this night 
was Boy Scout Murray Copps to discuss his Eagle project. 

Copps has secured permission from various 
private-property owners, whose holdings include 
marshlands, to install bird boxes for Tree Swallows. 

Marshy areas are the species’ preferred nesting 
site. Copps said that the birds feed on mosquitos, which 
carry Eastern Equine Encephalitis (“Triple E.”) He 
went on to say that Tree Swallows are a bird species “in 
decline,” his point being that the establishment of nesting 
boxes not only helps the birds but us as well. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Mike King 
called it a great project and good idea, while noting that 
the commission appreciated learning about the project 
but that permissions were not necessary, as long as the 
property owners gave permission. “This falls under 
wildlife enhancement,” he pointed out. 

Copps said the plan is to install approximately 
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12 boxes 40 feet apart while standing 5 feet above the 
marshes. He said the project will be completed by mid- 
January. 

In other business, a Notice of Intent filed by 
McGrath Realty Trust, 0 Cove Street, for the construction 
of a gravel parking area was continued until January 
9. Bob Field of Field Engineering, representing the 
McGraths, was asked to submit a formalized plan that 
included the removal of boulders and a remediation 
planting plan. 

Three certificates of compliance were issued 
to Armand Cortellesso, Brandt Point Road Builders 
LLC. Cortellesso will receive the signed releases after 
confirmation by the commission’s agent that site clean- 
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up and proper positioning of wetlands signage has taken 
place. 

An After the Fact Request for Determination of 
Applicability filed by John Romanelli, 15 Howard Beach, 
received a negative determination. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
January 9, at 6:30 pm. 


Town Looking to Slow Septic Requirement 
Rochester Board of Health

The Rochester Board of Health on December 7 
reviewed a draft letter that will request “slowing down” 
the implementation of proposed new and potentially 
expensive state septic-system installation regulations. 

Town Health Director Karen Walega said the 
Department of Environmental Protection is proposing 
to require nitrogen-reduction systems for even existing 
septic systems. This new regulation, she said, would 
require costly system upgrades or require the town to 
apply for a Watershed Area designation permit. 

The latter would give the town 20 years to see 
where the water-polluting nitrogen is coming from, she 
said. This complicated, equally expensive process would 
have to succeed at reducing the pollutant. 

Otherwise, even the elderly and homeowners 
on fixed incomes would have to pay up to $50,000 above 
their other septic-system costs for a new mechanical 
system including denitrification technology. And that 
does not include the electricity to run the new fan-based 
systems, roughly $70 to $80 per month. 

The new system has only gotten “provisional” 
approval from the DEP, Walega said. Yet the DEP is 
speeding through the new regulation’s approval process; 
the current implementation target date is January 3, 2023. 

The town, explained Walega, needs to request the 
state slow down with that process until more information 
can be gathered. “We need to all sit down with the DEP,” 
she said. “We need to slow this down and everyone have 
a seat at the table to discuss this.” 

Board of Health Chairman David Souza and the 
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other members agreed to have a final draft of its letter to 
the state ready to be sent by early this week. “There are 
other systems like it that don’t cost as much and might 
work more efficiently,” Souza said. “We've got to slow 
them down.” 

Walega noted that while the south coast is being 
targeted in Phase One of the state’s plan, “This is a state- 
wide problem,” she said. A Conservation Law Foundation 
lawsuit regarding high nitrogen pollution in the state’s 
groundwater is a main reason for this action, she added. 
“But towns have been called to the table for their input. 
... Rochester has 2,900 homes. How will we finance that 
many homeowners? Financially, people just can’t do it.” 

“I’m all for protecting the environment,” Souza 
said. “But we have to use common sense.” 

Elsewhere on the December 7 agenda, the Board 
of Health approved a percolation-rate variance to allow 
the building of a home and farmstand at the 58.5-acre 
Elliot Farm on Marion Road. 

Souza said the soil there is in “beautiful” 
condition but will need a lot of fill because it is not too 
far from land that is wet. He and fellow board members 
said they were very much in favor of seeing this property 
developed as planned. 

Also, the board approved the $6,800 recycling / 
landfill contract with Tighe and Bond for next year.

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Ten-Bay Garage Brings out Abutters 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals opened 
a public hearing on December 8 into a plan to build an 
80x204-foot steel building with 10 separate bays and 
16,320 square feet of floor space at 19 Country Road. 
But the board could not even come close to rendering a 
decision. 

Neighbors who are so concerned about the 
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scale of the plan that they hired an attorney, expressed 
objections that led the petitioners Robert and Christine 
Murphy to request a continuance to January 26. 

The Murphys said they were blindsided by their 
neighbors’ reaction and wanted more time to be better 
prepared, including contacting their own attorney. They 
said the neighbors seemed okay with their plan to build a 
garage when the couple first discussed it with them. “We 
had no idea they were upset with this plan,” Christine 
Murphy said. 

Robert Murphy started the hearing by noting the 
first of his two requests before the Zoning panel is for a 
special permit to rent this garage space to people who are 
already storing items on his large property. He would fill 
the other parts of the garage with his own equipment and 
his race cars so he could store them and work on them in 
the winter. His other request before the panel is a variance 
to run his trucking company with up to three employees 
there. 

Attorney Michael Kennefick, representing 
several of the abutters, countered that the proposed use 
does not belong where it is being planned. The site is 
in a residential-agricultural zone, and it is surrounded 
by neighbors. There is a junkyard that is an isolated, 
non-agricultural use in that area, but Murphy’s trucking 
company is an unlawful operation in that location, 
Kennefick asserted. 

To buttress his argument, Kennefick noted a use 
approved by the ZBA “must be in harmony with the 
intent of the town bylaw. The number of neighbors here 
proves this would not be in harmony.” 

Abutter Amy Bennett, 9 County Road, said she 
and her husband Kevin have a “medically delicate,” 
wheelchair-bound child. “I’m concerned about what this 
does to all our lives,” she said. “We have a brand-new 
deck. From it, we see wrecked vehicles and all the trucks. 
There’ll be more noise; more trucks will come and go. I 
never thought I’d be here to stop an industrial use in a 
residential area. And it will devalue our property. This is 
really too much.” 

Christine Murphy said she had thought she and 
her husband had a great relationship with the neighbors. 
She said they have helped them with their own projects. 
They are cleaning up their property that the neighbors see 
from their yards. The new building, she said, “is going to 
block looking at that junkyard.” 

Board Chairman Thomas Flynn encouraged the 
Murphys to talk to the neighbors as well as their lawyer 
before January 26. 

In other action, the Zoning panel approved 
a setback-requirement variance at 3 County Road to 
allow the building of a 20x16-foot deck closer than the 
required 40 feet from the side setback. Board members 
acknowledged in their motion that the size of the house 
lot and the location of the septic system would make it a 
hardship to place the deck elsewhere on the lot. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
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of Appeals is scheduled for Thursday, December 22, at 
7:15 pm in the Town Hall meeting room, 1 Constitution 
Way, Rochester. 


CPA Funding Requests under Review 
Mattapoisett Community Preservation Act

Mattapoisett’s Community Preservation Act 
Committee met on December 13 to begin the vetting 
process for grant applications received for the FY23 
budget cycle. Grants passing muster will then go on to the 
Spring Town Meeting to determine the will of the people. 

Five grants have been received, and preliminary 
discussion has begun to formulate questions to be 
answered by the applicants in advance of formal 
interviews and presentations to the committee. 

One grant request garnering the most discussion 
was for $150,000 received from the Mattapoisett / 
Massachusetts Housing Authority for property located 
off Main Street. The subsidized housing, which is owned 
by the state, was built some 40 years ago and is managed 
primarily by the state. 

The application is for the purchase and 
installation of new sliding-glass partitions along the front 
facade of the structure. “The locks don’t work so it’s a 
safety issue,” CPA Chairman Chuck McCullough stated. 

As chair of the Mattapoisett Housing Authority, 
McCullough intends to recuse himself when the grant 
application comes up for a vote. He went on to further 
explain that the old glass does not shield the interior from 
harmful sunlight, “If it’s 110 outside, it’s 110 inside.” 

McCullough then described the process for 
securing housing at this location. Units are not held aside 
for Mattapoisett residents, nor are residents more likely 
to be selected over someone applying from out of town. 
McCullough explained that the highest priority is given 
to homeless people, followed by veterans. Other criteria 
includes whether or not the applicant is disabled, either 
physically or mentally, and their age. However, he said 
that 10% of all units must be allocated to young, disabled 
applicants. 

McCullough shared that in the past, he had 
believed the town’s money should not be spent on state- 
owned property but not this time. “We will get three 
dollars for every one dollar we contribute to the project,” 
he said, meaning the state will pick up the balance of the 
retrofit estimated at $700,000. 

Other applications received include a request for 
$15,000 from the Mattapoisett Historical Commission for 
continued town survey of historical structures, a $38,000 
request by the American Legion Hall for sanitary repairs 
and improvements and $47,648 from the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society, which owns the Mattapoisett Museum. 

Committee members questioned if the CPA 
should be funding maintenance projects and if the 
society has sought other funding sources such as their

endowment. Similar questions regarding funding were 
raised regarding the American Legion Post. Committee 
member Karen Field wondered if they have sought 
funding through the National Association of American 
Veterans, Inc. 

A large request came from the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Water District in the amount of $85,000 
for the purchase of more than 200 acres in cooperation 
with Rochester, Fairhaven and Marion. Questions as to 
whether the sale will rise or fail depending on all the 
member communities agreeing to pony up funding 
remained open, as did the question as to if all the towns 
will be expected to advance the same amount of money. 
The estimated price tag for the acreage is approximately 
$6,000,000. 

These questions and others will be sent ahead 
to the applicants before formal interviews take place in 
January.

Nitrogen Sources Critical to State Septic Plan 
Mattapoisett Board of Health

Having seen the Town of Rochester push back 
on the state’s winter-2023 timeframe to implement a new 
regulation requiring septic owners in designated nitrogen- 
sensitive areas to install expensive denitrification systems, 
Mattapoisett Board of Health Chairman Carmelo Nicolosi 
was eager to follow suit when the board met on December 
8. 

A debate is growing as to the source of the 
nitrogen that is polluting the harbors along the south 
coast and Cape Cod. 

The effort to arrive at reliable conclusions 
includes surveying for a Nitrogen Sensitive Watershed 
Study and discussions with the state Department of 
Environmental Protection about funding the work. 

According to Mattapoisett Land Trust President 
Mike Huguenin, the mouth of the Mattapoisett River is 
“very degraded.” Anew map produced in 2021 indicates 
that 50 acres of eel grass has been lost to the mouth of 
the river and is now “mud flat” according to Huguenin, 
who recommended the board consult with Buzzards Bay 
expert Joe Costa. 

In answer to Nicolosi’s question as to any 
uniformity of results from water testing for nitrogen, 
Huguenin indicated that going back 20 to 30 years, 
nitrogen levels were higher in places such as Tub Mill 
Brook. While up-river nitrogen levels are now somewhat 
lower, the levels in the harbor itself are trending 
slightly upward. The data, said Huguenin, is subject to 
interpretation. “Depends on how you squint at it,” he 
said. 

While MassDEP is not backing off its timeline 
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for implementation, certain things must happen first 
that could leverage delays. For instance, the Town of 
Fairhaven has yet to identify a nitrogen-sensitive area, a 
task that could delay implementation anywhere from 18 
months to two years. 

Fairhaven, along with host Mattapoisett, Marion 
and to a lesser extent Rochester, is a member of the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water District. When the 
state identifies nitrogen-sensitive areas, it will look at 
watershed districts. 

The monthly public meetings of the MRV’s Water 
Supply Protection Advisory Committee and District 
Commission were to be held on Tuesday. 

While the Environmental Protection Agency has 
yet to implement a total maximum daily load (TMDL), 
Nasketucket Bay State Reservation is expected to become 
the first Mattapoisett area targeted by the state’s septic 
plan, followed by Aucoot Cove and Mattapoisett Harbor. 
Any watershed that integrates towns, golf courses and 
sewerage will be evaluated. 

Bob Field of Field Engineering has been hired by 
the town to conduct testing and mapping to determine 
Mattapoisett’s major nitrogen sources, be it farms, septic 
systems or birds. To finance the research and field work, 
the town will try to secure some grant funding. 

In other business, the board approved two 
applications for projects on residential properties. The 
board granted a variance to allow a 3.6-foot separation 
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from the groundwater table to the base of the septic 
system at 108 Acushnet Road and approved the relocation 
of a septic system to the rear of a house on Randall Road. 

The board also discussed a lack of adequate 
feedback regarding a potential, regional recycling center at 
the town’s transfer station off Tinkham Hill Road. 

Earlier this year, a private company visited the 
transfer station to propose the center it would finance and 
build, inviting residents in surrounding municipalities to 
participate. The host town holds the first right of refusal 
in processing food waste up to the capacity allowed at the 
site. 

State mandates are on the horizon that would 
require shipping food waste out of town, a costly exercise 
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and one that local taxpayers would not be able to control. 
Finally, the board approved Health Agent Gail 
Joseph’s proposed policy on the use of its truck, along 
with associated expenses and reimbursements. 
The next public meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Health was not set upon adjournment 


Plant Upgrade Headed for Winter 2024-25 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee

In his Tata & Howard Report to Tuesday’s 
monthly public meeting of the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water District Commission, Jon Gregory reported a 
December 19 meeting with Koch Separation Solutions 
at the Mattapoisett Water Treatment Plant to go over the 
filter-changeover schedule. 

“We'll be operating two systems at the same 
time,” said Gregory, whose goal is to lay everything out 
on the table for a last design meeting prior to construction 
phases. 

The meeting will include confirmation of 
all piping connections, especially as they affect the 
retrofitting of the new filtering system into the existing 
plant. 

“We're living in a time where lead times on 
equipment are very difficult,” said Gregory, noting that 
the MRV is still waiting on SRF funding. 

Citing the goal to push everything out in one bid 
because there is a certain window of opportunity to do 
the work during the winter, Gregory said he is proceeding 
toward a 50% design. Filters must be taken offline while 
new ones are brought online, and Tata & Howard has 
reached out to MassDEP to discuss testing during the 
changeover period. 

“They basically said we would have to go 
ahead and do a permit waiver,” said Gregory, outlining 
a sequence to submit the plan to DEP, all the while 
acknowledging potential pitfalls. “We're going to need to 
do a shutdown to get the skids online.” DEP will require 
more information as part of the permitting process. 

Retiring engineer Paul Howard said, “We're really 
looking at the winter of 2024-25 for the construction to be 
done.” 

“In a normal supply-chain environment, this 
(timeline) would be less,” said Gregory. 

Mattapoisett Town Administrator Mike Lorenco 
asked if, “for the next two years, do we have concerns for 
keeping the current (plant as is) operational?” 

Howard said the plant is in solid working 
operation, but he admitted to being nervous because the 
present filter system has already outlasted its projected 
useful life by several years. 

MRV Chairman Vinnie Furtado was blunt in his 
assessment. 

“In Fairhaven, we have a tremendous concern 
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over here. The filters are failing. Kudos to Henri Renauld 
and the staff. What was supposed to be seven years 
became 14 years,” he said. “We get (complaints) all over. 
It’s embarrassing. We’re not providing unsafe drinking 
water, but we’re certainly providing unsightly (water.)” 

Lorenco said he also receives complaints. “I just 
want to make sure if we’re going to have this operational 
for two years ... I guess preparing for that would be a 
good idea,” he said. 

Furtado said Fairhaven has received $300,000 in 
ARPA funding to flush his town’s water. 

“We have to be up front with people and let 
them know. As time’s going on, the calls have become 
more frequent from the folks who have dirty water 
somewhere,” said Furtado, noting that voters approved a 
remedy in Town Meeting in 2022 that is, thanks in part to 
COVID-related delays, two years away. 

Before the Town of Fairhaven agrees to attach a 
cell-phone antenna to a water tower on Sconticut Neck 
Road, Furtado insisted the MRV discuss the matter. 

“Providing water is the most important thing we 
do,” he said, noting that cell service is so spotty in the area 
that the MRV distributes hand-held radios to the staff. 
Fairhaven would receive a rental fee on a lease. 

At Furtado’s request, Rich Feeley and Rossana 
Ferrante of Network Building were on hand to present to 
the commission on the cell tower proposal. 

Ferrante called it a “due-diligence piece” to 
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stress that Network Building is cognizant of other 
cellular carriers, be it in a hospital or on a tower. “We 
work with the other carriers to make sure there isn’t any 
interference,” she said. “Antennas do not get installed 
without a lot of consideration.” 

While a three-sided monopole is considered 
the best design option provided adequate space, Feeley 
noted that Sprint recently built a fiberglass steeple atop a 
southeastern Massachusetts church that could not afford 
to rebuild its steeple. The cellular signal goes through the 
fiberglass. 

Furtado, the DPW director for Fairhaven, told the 
commission that a past proposal was not approved by the 
town “because of concerns over communication between 
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the water plant and the tower.” 

A typical term for lease agreements for cell-phone 
carriers is 20 years. 

Gregory sent the budget out on December 12 for a 
final look by commission members. The total assessment 
for FY24 is $2,357,300, a 3.2% increase from FY23. 

“We went over these numbers and tried to 
make it as acceptable as we could to the communities ... 
yeoman’s task by Jon,” said Furtado. 

Feedback indicated the MRV may need to 
increase its reserve fund for next year. 

The commission voted to contract Tata & Howard 


to put together the annual report. 
The commission reported $91,700.73 in total 
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invoices for the month. 

Tuesday’s meeting of the MRV was meant to 
be the last for Howard, who was thanked by Furtado, 
the MRV Water District Commission and Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee for his assistance over the 
years. 

“It’s not often you can get a group of towns 
that work so harmoniously as this one does. It’s been a 
pleasure working with you guys,” said Howard, who told 
both groups he will still be available for consultation. He 
will remain on the board at Tata & Howard. 

The next meeting of the MRV Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee is scheduled for Tuesday, 
January 10, 2023, at 3:30 pm with the MRV Water District 
Commission meeting to immediately follow at 4:00 pm on 
the same Zoom call. 


Normal Still New to Students 
Marion School Committee

“I’m going to be honest, I think there’s a lot to be 
proud of, knowing what we have all gone through the last 
two and a half years. What we’re hearing from the state 
is that a lot of the trends we’re seeing are consistent from 
district to district. We saw some of that here. But honestly, 
overall, we feel that our students, our staff members 
and our family just did such a tremendous job in terms 
of keeping teaching and learning moving forward. So I 
truly thank them for their efforts during obviously very 
challenging times.” 

Old Rochester Regional Superintendent of 
Schools Mike Nelson offered those remarks at the 
beginning of the Marion School Committee’s December 7 
public meeting before turning the floor over to Sippican 
Elementary School Assistant Principal Peter Crisafulli, 
who presented a detailed coverage of the last round of 
MCAS scores for the district and the state. 

The percentage of Sippican students exceeding 
expectations in the English Language Arts section of the 
MCAS has risen from 8% to 11% over the past two years. 
The percentage of students meeting expectations has 
remained steadily above state levels, with 39% of district 
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students fitting into this category, compared to 35% of 
Massachusetts students overall. 

In Math, 8% of students in the Marion district 
exceed expectations, compared to 6% of students in the 
state; 45% of Marion students met expectations compared 
to 33% of students in the state. For science, 19% of Marion 
students are exceeding expectations compared to 7% 
in the state, and 41% of Marion students are meeting 
expectations compared to 36% in the state. 

“Again, if you look at some of these pieces of 
the curriculum,” Crisafulli read an example from a slide 
detailing the educational requirements measured by the 
MCAS, “Describe the transfer of energy and regular 
pattern of motion that occurs as a way of travel.’ I can’t, 
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our students can.” The gathered committee members 
chuckled in agreement. “We're going to identify both 
the areas of strength and concern for all our curriculum: 
(English Language Arts), Math, and Science.” 

Crisafulli reminded those present that this 
was the first ever “normal” school year for some of the 
students, and absolutely all of them had been impacted by 
the ongoing pandemic. 

“This is the first normal year for our Grade Three 
students, just in general, and we’re always looking at 
the data to look at areas of gaps and where we can close 
some of those gaps. And just overall, we’re really proud 
of our students and our teachers and educators moving 
forward,” he said. 

There followed a further breakdown of MCAS 
results for the various Sippican school grades in 
relation to the state percentiles. This data, as well as the 
PowerPoint it was presented in, is available through the 
ORR district website. 

Further committee discussion included a new 
police initiative regarding the implementation of a 
“satellite office” in the Sippican Elementary School. 
“Beginning December 7, a space inside Sippican School 
will be designated as a Marion Police satellite office, and 
moving forward, on-duty Marion police officers will be 
able to make use of the space for administrative police 
purposes.” 

He read a prepared statement made by the ORR 
administration: “At this time, the officers who use the 
satellite office will not serve as school resource officers, 
nor will they be involved in day-to-day school operations, 
activities or discipline.” 

Sippican Elementary School Principal Marla Sirois 
welcomed new staff member Darby Nolet in her report. 
“Ms. Nolet has joined the team as a paraprofessional. She 
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is primarily working in Grade 6 for the remainder of the 
school year.” Sirois also mentioned that there would be 
a hat, mitten and toy drive to be donated to Gifts to Give 
this holiday season. 

There were no public comments either in person 
or via remote access and so the meeting adjourned quietly 
and without fanfare. 

The next Marion School Committee meeting 
is scheduled for Wednesday, January 11, at 6:30 pm 
accessible in person at 16 Spring Street and via Zoom. 
The next Joint School Committee meeting will be held 
Thursday, January 19, at 6:30 pm, in person at 133 Marion

Here, Spielberg addresses an 
event that brought him and his siblings great pain 
at the time, his parents’ separation when Spielberg 
was 19, and sees it with enough distance to allow 
both parents humanity. He has made a memoir filled 
with compassion for everyone except, maybe, for an 
antisemitic kid who bullies Spielberg’s young avatar 
Sam Fabelman. 

Sam (Gabriel LaBelle) gets the filmmaking bug 
when a trainwreck in The Greatest Show on Earth scares 
him. It’s fair to say Sam chases that emotional dragon 
— trying to recreate for his audiences that same sense 
of awe and fear — for the rest of his life; he asks for a 
train set so he can recreate the train crash and feel some 
control over it. That’s the diagnosis of his free-spirited 
mom Mitzi (Michelle Williams), a concert pianist. Like 
Spielberg, Sam partially takes after his mother — the 
creative part — and partially after his father, Burt (Paul 
Dano), an engineer — the technical, how-do-stories- 
work part. Mitzi lends Sam his father’s camera so he 
can film the mini-crash once and just watch it over and 
over instead of doing it over and over. A director is 
born. 

If Spielberg had attempted to make The 
Fabelmans at his manipulative-sentimental peak in 
the ‘80s, it would probably have been disastrous. His 
parents would still have been alive, and a concern 
over hurting their feelings held him back for decades. 
The way Spielberg portrays his parents is far from 
unflattering or warts-and-all, but it’s not adulatory 
either; he gives them their due as human beings trying 
like hell to be good spouses and parents. There’s

a like the discord between Richard Dreyfuss and 
Teri Garr in Close Encounters of the Third Kind, in which 
one parent has to leave the family to follow happiness. 
But a man in his thirties directed that, and a man in his 
seventies has directed The Fabelmans, which allows that 
the frequently suggested path of seeking one’s bliss, 
whatever that might do to one’s relationships, is not 
easy. 

Spielberg gives us a few fun, amusing montages 
showing young Sam making westerns or war pictures, 
but they don’t seem central. The Fabelmans uses the 
filmmaking sequences to bring out the theme of 
compassion through one’s art, and that isn’t confined 
to movies. Spielberg’s handling of the kid who punches 
Sam is interesting and worth discussing. Filming his 
senior class’ “ditch day” at the beach, Sam could easily 
make the kid look foolish, but instead the camera 
lingers on the kid’s shirtless virtuosity at the volleyball 
net. After the movie screens for the class, the kid, 
upset, doesn’t understand why Sam filmed him so 
iconically. Sam doesn’t either. Sometimes the camera 
knows what it likes, and sometimes it likes bullies. The 
script by Spielberg and Tony Kushner has these sorts of 
ambiguities running all through it. 

Spielberg’s direction is clean and free of 
unnecessary motion. He takes a page from John Ford 
(wonderfully embodied here by David Lynch), who 
crustily advises young Sam to pay attention to the 
horizon in his shots. The horizon’s placement, as the 
director of The Searchers knew, can lock in a thousand 
words in one image, and Spielberg does likewise here. 
In The Searchers, the famous last shot visually contains 
John Wayne in a frame formed by a doorway and the 
horizon, suggesting his character’s ethos is better off 
boxed up or buried. Spielberg turns the horizon into 
a quick visual joke that nonetheless tilts up to offer 
Sam the sky and all its limits. It’s a generous, smoothly 
rendered work, among Spielberg’s best.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

One of the hazards of reading through historical 
articles and news clippings is how easy it is to get 
sidetracked. Some interesting item pops up, and 20 
minutes later, you are still engrossed in something 
totally unrelated to what you were planning to research. 
There’s a very thick book in our museum collection titled, 
“Anthony Coombs and Dorcas Woodin of Rochester, 
Massachusetts, Their origins and descendants”. Anthony 
Coombs has been mentioned previously as he operated 
Rochester’s first 
blacksmith shop 
and forge in the 
area of East Over. 
I was interested 
in knowing more 
about him. 

The book 
is essentially 
a genealogical 
history of the 
Coombs family in 
New England. The author starts off by saying that more 
than 30 immigrants with the name of Coombs immigrated 
to New England and that most did not share our 
Anthony’s family line. Here is where I went astray. They 
might not have been related, but they were interesting. 
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One of the first was Hardman Coombs who “was found 
by a British frigate in an open boat off Sequin Island with 
five women and no oars”. Boy, would I like to know more 
about that story. This occurred around 1607 and north of 
the Kennebec River in what is today Maine. 

There was an Isaac Coombs who showed up 
in Weymouth in 1632; John Coombs who arrived in 
Plymouth in 1630 and Henry Coombs who was in Salem 
and Marblehead in 1635. There’s more information on 
Peter Coombs who was in Massachusetts Bay Colony 
from 1670-1675. He was a blacksmith and was prohibited 
from “frequenting of publique houses of entertainment 
upon the penaltie of law”. He went on to serve in the 
Salem militia during King Philip’s War. 
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Organized by Tara Rajaniemi and Chuck Talley, the 
Congregational Church collected gift cards for local 
- ‘ees with less this season. The manger and 
artistic livestock made a setting for the retelling of 
the birth of Jesus - an autobiography in this staging.

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A connection to the Coombs that I was supposed 
to be researching shows up related to Maine, and now 
I'll digress again. In 1652, Massachusetts Bay Colony 
claimed Maine under a 1628 charter. Over the ensuing 
years, Maine’s status was frequently changing. An 
independent government was set up in 1666, but two 
years later, it was again under Massachusetts control. 

In 1691, a Massachusetts charter given by William and 
Mary designated Maine as a district of Massachusetts, 
and since Maine was essentially a less crowded part of 
Massachusetts, quite a few early settlers in our area also 
owned land there. 

An Alistair Coombs, who took an oath of 
allegiance to the King of England in 1665, claimed a large 
tract of land in today’s Brunswick, Maine. There is some 
thought that he might be a relative of Anthony Coombs 
because between 1730 and 1750, four of Anthony’s sons 
along with grandchildren bought land in the same area. 

Wells, York County, Province of Massachusetts 
Bay Colony is where we finally meet up with our 
Rochester Anthony who was born Antoine Coombs 
in 1661. He appeared in New England along with 
another Frenchman. In 1688, he married his neighbor, 
Dorcas Woodin. Because Maine was dangerous during 
parts of the French and Indian Wars, he sent Dorcas to 
Massachusetts, first Essex and then Beverly and Wenham, 
while he stayed in Wells, Maine. He must have visited 
her often as they had 12 children. In the end they also 
had 94 grandchildren, 304 great grandchildren, 984 great- 
great grandchildren and on into the 5th, 6th and 7th 
generations. 

By 1697, he gave up on owning land in Wells and 
relocated his family to Sandwich where he set up a forge. 
By early 1700, he and Dorcas accepted the invitation 
from the town of Rochester to move there and set up a 
blacksmith shop and forge not far from the gristmill and 
on the outflow of the Sippican River. They were given 
40 acres of land. His forge and smithy were a success, 
and Coombs went on to be active in town where he held 
several offices: town surveyor, manager of the Herring 
Weir at Snipatuit Pond and a tithing man. He was also 
one of the seven men who in 1703 signed the covenant

In all, Anthony and Dorcas lived in Rochester 
for 46 years, and in that time, he was involved in 21 real 
estate deals and at one time owned 150 acres. There are no 
church records or tombstones found for either Anthony or 
Dorcas. It is believed that Dorcas died by 1763 at the age 
of 65. Anthony lived on much longer as he can be traced 
by his various deeds. It is likely that he died in 1754 at 
the advanced age of 93 after playing an important role in 
Rochester’s early years.
